MAIN FEATURES 


In January 1986 there were an estimated 1,929,600 persons in the labour force in Victoria of 
whom 1,797,700 were employed and 131,900 unemployed, compared with an estimated 1,258,000 persons 
aged 15 and over who were not in the labour force. The labour force participation rate was 60.5 per 
cent for persons, 75.2 per cent for males, and 46.4 per cent for females. 


Victoria's unemployment rate was 6.8 per cent for January 1986. The unemployment rate for 
Australia for the same period was 8.5 per cent and for Victoria 12 months previously (January 1985) 
was 7.8 per cent. In January 1986 Victoria's unemployment rate was 6.5 per cent for males and 7.4 
per cent for females. 


The median duration of unemployment in Victoria for January 1986 was 10.0 weeks for persons, 
_ 13.0 weeks for males, and 8.0 weeks for females.

Conduct of the ABS Monthly Population Survey 

a The survey is based on a multi-stage 
area sample of private dwellings (houses, flats, 
etc.) and non-private dwellings (hotels, motels, 
etc.) and covers about one-half of one per cent 
of the Victorian population. 


Scope of survey 
3. All persons aged 15 years and over are 
included in the survey except:

A family is defined as consisting of two or more 
related persons usually resident in the same 
household at the time of the survey. A family 
can contain no more than two married persons and 
can contain two married persons only if these 
persons are husband and wife. 


Hours of work. The figures of aggregate hours 
and average hours refer to actual hours worked 
during the survey week, not hours paid for. 


Average (mean) duration of unemployment is the 
duration obtained by dividing the aggregate 
number of weeks a group has been unemployed by 
the number of persons in that group. 


Median duration of unemployment is the duration 
which divides unemployed persons into two equal 


groups, one comprising persons whose duration of 
unemployment is above the median, and the other, 
persons whose duration is below it. 


Revision of series 

5. Survey estimates are not revised for 
the usually small amendments of population 
benchmarks arising from new data on deaths and 
Overseas and internal migration. Revisions are 
made, however, after each Census of Population 
and Housing, and when population estimation 
bases are reviewed. 


Reliability of estimates 

6. Since the estimates in this 
Publication are based on information obtained 
from occupants of a sample of dwellings they, 
and the movements derived from them, may differ 
from the figures that would have been produced 
if all dwellings had been included in the

survey, One measure of the likely difference is 
given by the standard error of an estimate. 
There are about two chances in three that a 
sample estimate will differ by less than one 
standard error from the figure that would have 
been obtained if all dwellings had been included 
in the survey, and about nineteen chances in 
twenty that the difference will be less than two 
standard errors. Standard errors of survey 
estimates and month to month movements are shown 
in Tables A and B at the end of this 
publication. An explanation of standard errors 
and their use can be found in Section 4.5 of 
Information Paper: Victorian Labour Force 
Statistics (6262.2).
